The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Patentability seen in, although not limited to Independent Claims 1 & 4-6: A 
gaming device with processor and memory for rendering a game field on a display 
representing a field of play of a video game comprising a means of processing game 
content respective of player operations, changing a value that varies based on an 
angle 9 between a viewing direction and a base line, said angle 9 having a value 
between 0 and 2tt, said value oi relating to an image composition, and generating a 
composite image composed of a pixel value P0 representing a base model, which is 
added to a first pattern image data P1xa1 representing a first model, to generate and 
store a new pixel value P0+P1xa1, said new stored pixel value P0+P1xa1 being added 
to a second pattern image data to generate and display the composite image on the 
surface of a substantially planar game field. The closest prior art of record does not 
teach or fairly suggest the claimed method in combination. Iwase (US 5,61 6,079) 
discloses a gaming device comprising of a game space calculation unit for controlling a 
game field/space and processing changes in image composition rates based on player 
operations. Changes of images (composition rates) are processed based such as the 
player's viewpoint position, direction of view, view angle information, monitor angle and 
size information, and light source information. Iwase discloses a image rendering unit 
that arranges models or polygons of image data stored as texture information, for

purposes of texture mapping within a three dimensional space. Iwase discloses that the 
processing unit contains memory that stores the predetermined game program. 
However, Iwase excludes changing a value oi that varies based on an angle 9 between 
a viewing direction and a base line, said angle 9 having a value between 0 and 2tt, said 
value oi relating to an image composition, and generating a composite image 
composed of a pixel value P0 representing a base model, which is added to a first 
pattern image data P1xoi representing a first model, to generate and store a new pixel 
value P0+P1xoi, said new stored pixel value P0+P1xoi being added to a second 
pattern image data to generate and display the composite image on the surface of a 
substantially planar game field.
